REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Vinalhaven: 


I herewith submit for your consideration my sixth annual 
report of the condition and progress of Vinalhaven schools for 
the year ending Feb. 1, 1924. 


During the past year the usual high standard fer which 
our schools have always been noted has been maintained. 
Primarily this was possible because of the fact that at the last 
town meeting the citizens raised the appropriations recom- 
mended by the school department. There is nothing of greater 
importance in a municipality than the training of its future 
citizens. The voters are to be congratulated for the wisdom 
and judgment they have manifested in this matter and we wish 
to take this opportunity to thank them for their generous co- 
operation and support. 


The vital factors of a school system are three; the teacher, 
the equipment and the school building. To these should he 
added the cooperation and support of the parents, which, although 
mentioned last, is by no means the least. ‘In union there is 
strength’’. 


Many of our teachers have served us long and faithfully. 
Frequent change of teachers is injurious to a school system 
Since a certain amount of time is required to establish fami- 
liarity between teacher snd pupil and during this time the 
child’s progress is retarded. 


At the close of the school year Mary E. Wood, Grades 2 
and 3 in the Washington School; Edith E:; Beverage, Grades 
3 and 4 in the White School; Vera C. Wentworth, Grades 5 
and 6 in the White School; Hattie E. Tolman, Grades 7 and 8 
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in the Lincoln School and Etta E. Lunt of the Calderwood’s 
Neck School resigned. These vacancies were filled by the fol- 
lowing teachers: Georgie I. Piper was transferred from Grades 
Sub Primary and 1 in the Washington School to Grades 2 and 3 
in the same school; Hazel M. Steere of the Gorham Normal 
School was elected to succeed Miss Beverage in the White School; 
Luella R. Holmes of the Farmington Normal School succeeded 
Miss Wentworth and Olive E. Jones of the Castine Normal 
School was elected to Grades 7 and 8 in the Lincoln School. 
Ruth M. Billings of the Gorham Normal School was elected to 
fill the position of Grades Sub Primary and 1 in the Washing- 
ton School. Berenice Hall of the Castine Normal School was 
elected.to fill the position made vacant by the resignation of 
Miss Lunt in the Calderwood’s Neck School. These new teachers 
have had previous experience and are doing highly commend- 
able work in their present positions. The Calderwood’s Neck 
School is particularly fortunate this- year in having a teacher 
who is a normal graduate with experience. It has been a long 
time since we have been able to secure a trained teacher for 
that school and we hope Miss Hall wiil accept reelection. 
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There has been no change in the high school faculty this 
year. Mr. Hopkins and Miss Vinal have been connected with 
the school for a number of years; their work speaks for itself 
and consequently needs no special comment from me. 


Miss Greene has not been with us long but her influence 
has long since made its impression on the school. She is a 
superior teacher of Hnglish and we are very fortunate to retain 
her in the school. 


With the opening of the present school year: music was 
again added to the curriculum and Albra V. Smith was elected 
supervisor of that department. Practically all our teachers at- 
tended the meeting of the Maine Teachers’ Association which 
was held in Portland, October 25-26. This shows a good pro- 
fessional spirit on their pa:t as it is the best possible way to 
keep in touch with the latest educational movements and the 
most up-to-date methods. 


The Project Method is in use by many of the teachers in 
the Geography, History and Mathematics courses and is pro- 
ducing excellent results.

“To be not the first by whom the new is tried nor the last 
to lay the old aside,” is a safe and economical motto for use in 
any system and is the motto by which this department is 
governed in the selection of equipment. We believe our text 
books and apparatus are as good as any on the’ market. When- 
ever a certain text or article of apparatus becomes out-of-date 
or worn out it is replaced by something more modern. In this 
way our equipment is kept up-to-date and the expense remains 
practically uniform year after year. This year Finch’s Hvery- 
day Civics has been adopted for use in Grades 7 and 8. The 
Horn-Ashbaugh Graded Speller has heen placed in in Grades 4 
to 8 inclusive. The special feature of this book is that it con- 
tains the standard scores with each lesson which enables the 
teacher to determine whether her pupils are meeting the re- 
quirements of their grade. 


For a number of years, because of the advanced cost of 
labor and material, only such repairs have been made on our 
school buildings as seemed absolutely necessary. So the time ~ 
has now arrived when extensive repairs are actually compulsory. 
This year the committee adopted the policy of making thorough 
repairs on all buildings attempted. The most extensive of these 
were made on the Lincoln School. The first work done on this 
building was to remove the belfry which has always heen an 
expensive ornament to keep in repair. The roof was entirely 
shingled, new gutters put on, a large part of the eastern side 
clapboarded, new piatforms built at both entrances and the build- 
ing was given two coats of paint.. The roof.of the White School 
was shingled and the Washington School was given a coat of 
paint. Except for sanitary toilets, which must be installed be- 
fore September 1, 1924, the Washington and Lincoln Schools are 
now in excellent condition and should not require any speciai 
attention for a number of years. 


At the last March meeting $600.00 was raised for the pur- 
pose of building a sanitary dirt toilet, the location of which was 
to be determined by the committee. After investigating the 
sanitary conditions it was believed that the White School should 
receive first attention so it was decided to build the toilet there. 
Plans were accordingly made by competent workmen and sub- 
mitted to the committee... But examination revealed the fact 
that by the time the White School was put in suitable condition 
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to warrant the attachment of a toilet, the appropriation would 
not be sufficient to cover the expense of construction. -Conse- 
quently the project was postponed until some future time when 
it could be satisfactorily completed. 


The White School needs a general overhauling. The cellar 
wall is falling in, the basement is very wet, the plaster is 
tumbling down, and the floor in the Primary Room is nothing 
but a bed of nail heads and splinters. But before the repair 
of this building is undertaken we desire to call your attention 
to a few important facts. Our school age population is gradually 
increasing. Four years ago there were not pupils enough in 
the upper grammar room of the Lincoln School to warrant the 
maintenance of that school so the pupils were transferred to the 
Washington School and the Lincoln Grammar School was closed. 
Today there are approximately forty pupils in that school. The 
eight elementary schools maintained in the village have a total 
enrollment of 280 or an average of 35 pupils to each school. The 
congestion is most pronounced in the primary schools. We have 
received a few complaints because the first grade pupils have 
been placed on half time. This seemed advisable because no 
teacher can accomplish desirable results if she is required to 
divide her time among forty or more Primary Grace children 
who demand so much individual attention. The birth record 
for the past few years seems to indicate that the increase of 


pupils has not reached its height. An additional suom is now 
needed if the First Grade children are to have ful time. By 
a tew the crowded condition has been attributed to the pupils 
| who have been transported to the village. We have transferred 
about 25 pupils from the three outside schools to the village and 
when these are distributed among the eight village schools there 
is no material increase in any one school. 


We recommend that this matter be given careiul considera- 
tion before any permanent repairs are made on the White Schoo. 


The school building at Calderwood’s Neck needs shinglinz, 
painting and new windows. When these repairs are made, the 
toilet should be connected thus making the building conform 
to the required standards. 9 
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According to Chapter 169, Public Laws 1923, it will be: 
necessary to equip at least one of our school buildings with 
some approved type of sanitary toilet this year. For although 
we have until Sept. 1, 1927, to finish the work yet a definite 
portion must be completed each year prior to that date. 


The schools at Crockett’s River and Calderwood’s Neck 
having failed to secure the average attendance required by law, 
are subject to vote of the town. 


In closing [ wish to thank the superintending school com- 
mittee, teachers, parents and pupils for their generous coopera- 
tion and support.
